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OBITUARY. 

Mr. Edward Myall, father of Mr. 
William Myall of this city, died Sunday 
in San Francisco at the advanced age of 
ninety-two years. Mr. Myall was one 
of the five charter members of Bourbon 
Lodge, I. O. O. F , of this city, it hav- 
ing been instituted in 1844. The uther 
four charter members w’ere J. V. Lovely, 
Jas. T. Davis, vV. W. Fothergill, and 
Samuel Alliso i. Of this number Mr. 
J. T. Davis is the only survivor. 

Mr Myall has frequently express- 
ed a wish to again visit his oil 
home, but said he feared his advanced 
asie would prevent him from doing so. 
His remains were interred at San Fran- 
cisco. 

Mr. Myall at one time represented 
Bourbon Oounty in the State Legislature, 
having defeated Mr. Horace Miller for 
the office. He was the oldest Odd Fel- 
low in tho State of California, and at 
the recent meeting of the Grand IxHlge 
of the State he occupied the post of 
honor. 

Thomas Blake, a well-known and re- 
spected farmer, died suddenly at his 
home near Centerville yesterday, aged 
77 years . He leaves a wife, two sons, 
Edward aud John, and two daughters.

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SHOT THE PRESIDENT 



Mr. McKinley Seriously Wounded 
by an Anarchist Named Leon 
Czol^osz, But May Recover. 

TWO BULLETS FIRED INTO HIS BODY. 



One Shot Took Effect in Riq^ht Breast, 
the Other in the Abdomen, Caus- 
iiiff a Painful Wound. 

The Assassin Was Immediately Arrested by 
Detectives and Locked U|i and Has 
Made a Written Confession. 



The Next Few Honrs Will Decide 
William McKinley's Fate— He Is 
lluldiiiK His Own, Out Crisis 
Is Yet to Oe Passed. 

Milburn House, Unflalo, N. Y., Sept. 
O.— <1 a. ui. — The president passed a 
somewhat restless iiiKht but sleep- 
inis' fairly xx’ell. His general condi- 
tion is iinclianu^ed. Pulse, l^iO; tem- 
perature, lOl; respiration, 



Buffalo. N. Y. Sept. 7. — President Mc- 
Kinley was shot and seriously wounded 
by a would-be assassin while holding a 
reception in the Temple of Music, at the 
Pan-American exposition, a few minutes 
after 4 o’clock Friday afternoon. One 
shot took effect In the right breast, the 
other in the abdomen. The first is not 
of a serious nature, and the bullet has 
been extracted. The latter pierced the 
abdominal wall and has not been lo- 
cated. 

At 10:40 p. m. the following bulletin by 
the attending physicians was the only in- 
dication of the condition of the presi- 
dent’s wounds: 

“The president Is rallying and Is resting 
comfortably. At 10:50 p. m. temperature 
100 4 degrees; pulse 124; respiration 24. 

Signed by P. M. Rixey, M. B. Mann, R. 
Parke, H. Mynter, Eugene Wanbin. 
Countersigned by George B. Cortelyou, 
secretary to the president. 

The president, though well guarded by 
United States secret service detectives, 
was fully exposed to such an attack as 
occurred. He stood at the edge of the 
raised dais upon which stands the great 
pipe OTg.an at the east side of the mag- 
nlticent structure. Throngs of people 
c.**jwded In ;.i the varl»n;s ont'.vtncus, t) 
gaze upon th-ir executiv-i. pvreh.anc** to 
clasp his hand. The president was in a 
cheerful mood, and was enjjying to the 
full the hearty evidences of poo'l will 
which everywhere met his gaze. 

It was shortly after 4 p. m. when one 
of the throng which surrounded the pres- 
idential party, a medium-sized man of 
ordinary appearance and plainly dressed 
In black, approached as If to greet the 
president. Both Secretary Cortelyou and 
President Milburn noticed that the man’s 
ht.nd was swathed In a bandage or hand- 
kerchief. He worked his way amid the 
stream of people up to the edge of the 
dais until he was within two feet of the 
president. President McKinley smiled, 
bowed and extended his hand in that 
spirit of geniality the American people 
eo well know, when suddenlv the sharp 
crack of a rQ'olver rjmg loud and clear 
the hum of voices. 

TTierc wae an Instant of almost com- 
plete silence. The president stood stoex 
still, .a look of hesitancy, almost of be- 
wilderment on his face. Then he retreat- 
ed a step, while a pallor began to steal 
over his features. The multitude, only 
parti.ally aware that something serious 
had happened, paused In surprise while 
necks were craned and all eyes turned 
as one to the rostrum. 

The president retained the full exercise 
of his faculties until placed on the oper- 
ating table and subjected to an anaes- 
thetic. Upon the first examination it 
was ascertained that one bullet had ta- 
ken effect in the right breast just below 
the nipple, causing a comparatively harm- 
less wound. 

The other took effect in the abdomen 
about four Inches bt'low the left nipple, 
four Inches to the left of the navel and 
about on a level with it. 

Upon arrival at the exposition hospital 
the second bullet was probed for. The 
walls of the abdomen were opened, but 
the ball was not located. The incision 
was hastily closed, and after a hasty 
consultation it was decidpH *o remove 
the patient to the home of President 
Milburn. This was don«k the automobile 
ambulance being used for the purpose. 
Arriving at the Milburn residence, the 
task of probing for the bullet which had 
lodged In the abdomen was begun by Dr. 
Roswell Parke. 

When the news of the crime was tele- 

E honed to the heme of President Mil- 
urn, where Mrs. McKinley was rest- 
ing, immediate steps were taken to spare 
her the shock of a premature statement 
of the occurrence before the true condi- 
tion of the president should be ascer- 
tained. Guards were stationed and no 
one was permitted to approach the house. 

When It was decided to remove the 
president from the exposition hospital 
to the Milburn residence the news was 
broken to Mrs. McKinley as gently as 
possible. She bore the shccK remarka- 
bly well and displayed the utmost forti- 
tude. 

While the wounded president was be- 
ing borne from the exposition to the 
Milburn residence between rows of on- 
lookers with bared heads a far different 
spectacle was being witnessed along the 
route of his assailant's journey from the 
scene of his crime to police headquar- 
ters. The trip was made so quickly that 
the prisoner was landed safely within 
the wide portals of the police station 
and the doors closed before any one was 
aware of his presence, the news of the 
attempted assassination having in the 
meanwhile been spread broadcast by the 
newspapers. Like wildfire It spread from 
mouth to mouth. Then bulletins began 
to appear on the boards along Newspa- 
per row, and when the announcement 
was made that the prisoner had been ta- 
ken to police headquarters, onlj' two 
blocks distant from the newspaper sec- 
tion, the crowds surged down toward 
the terrace, eager for a glimpse of the 
prisoner. 

Then came a commotion. With the leap 
of a tiger three men threw themselves 
forward, as with one Impulse, and sprang 
toward the would-be assassin. Two of 
them were United States secret service 
jr.en, who were on the lookout, and whose 
duty It was to guard against just such 
a cal.amlty as had here befallen the pres- 
ident and the nation. The third was a 
bystander, a Negro, who had only an in- 
stant previously grasped the hand of the 
president. As one man the trio hurled 
themselves upon the president’s assailant. 
In a twinkling he was borne to the 
groiind, his weapon was wrested from his 
grasp, and strong arms pinioned him 
down. 

The crowds that a moment before had 
stood mute and motionless as In bewil- 
dered Ignorance of the enormity of the 
thing, now, with a single impulse, surged 
forward, while a hoarse cry welled up 
from a thousand throats, and a thousand 
men charged forward to lay hands upon 
the perpetrator of the crime. 

The crowd surged forward regardless 
of consequences. Some of those nearest 
the doors fled from the edifice in fear 
of a stampede, while hundreds of others 
from the outside struggled blindly for- 
ward In the effort to penetrate the crowd- 
ed building and solve the mystery. In- 
side on the slightly raised dais was en- 
acted within those few moments a trag- 
edy, so dramatic In character, so thrilling 
In Its intensity that few who looked on 
will ever be able to give a succinct ac- 
count of what really transpired. Presi- 
dent McKinley, after the first shock of 
the assassin’s shot, retreated a step, 
then, as the detectives leaped upon his 
assailant, he turned, walked steadily to 
a chair, and seated himself, at the same 
time removing his hat and bowing his 
head In his hands. 

In an Instant Secretary Cortelyou and 
President Milburn were at his side. His 
waistcoat was hurriedly opened, the 
Resident mcaowbil^ admonishing those

about him to remain calm and telling 
them not to be alarmed. 

“But you are wounded,” cried his sec- 
retary; "let me examine you?” 

"No, I think not,” answered the presi- 
dent. “I am not badly hurt, I assure 
you.” 

Nevertheless his outer garments were 
hastily loosened and when a trickling 
stream of crimson was seen to wind Its 
way down his breast, spreading Its stain 
over the white surface of the linen, their 
worst fears were confirmed. 

The president’s assailant In the mean- 
time had been hustled to the rear of the 
building by exposition guards where he 
was held while the building was cleared 
and later he was turned over to Super- 
intendent Bull, of the Buffalo police de- 
partment, who took the prisoner to No. 
13 police station and afterwards to po- 
lice headquarters. As soon as the crowd 
in the Temple of music had been dis- 
persed sulflciently the president was re- 
moved In the automobile ambulance and 
taken to the exposition hospital where 
an examination was made. The best 
medical skill was summoned and within 
a brief period a number of Buffalo’s best 
known practitioners were at the patient’s 
side. 

At ijollce he.adquarters they were met 
by a strong cordon of police, which was 
dr.awn up across the pavement on Pearl 
street, and admittance was denied to all 
but officials authorized to take part in 
the examination of the prisoner. In a 
few minutes the crowd had grown from 
tens to hundreds, and these in turn quick- 
ly swelled to thousands, until the streets 
were completely blocked with a mass of 
humanity. It was at this juncture that 
some one raised the erj'^ of "Lynch him.” 

Like a flash the cry was taken up and 
the whole crowd as If ignited by the 
single match, thus applied, re-echoed the 
cry, “Lynch him,” “Hang him.” Closer 
the crowd surged. Denser the throng 
became a.s new' arrivals swelled each mo- 
ment the swaying multitude. The slt- 
u«ition was becoming critical, when sud- 
denly the big doors were fiung open .and 
a squad of reserves advanced with solid 
front, drove the crowd back from the 
curb, then across the street, and grad- 
ually succeeded in dispersing them from 
about the entrance to the station. 

By this time there were probably 50,- 
000 people assembled in the vicinity of 
Pe.arl, Seneca, Erie streets and the Ter- 
race. The crowd was so great that it be- 
came necessary to rope off the entire 
street in front of police headquarters, 
and at a late hour Friday night the police 
were still patrolling the .streets In the 
neighborhood in squads of three or four. 

Inside the station house w'ere assem- 
bled Dist. Atty Penny, Sueprintendent of 
Police Bull. Capt. Reagan, of the First 
precinct, and other officials. The prisoner 
at first proved quite communicative, so 
much so In fact that little dependence 
could be placed on what he said. He 
fir.st gave his name as Fred Nelman, 
said his home was In Detroit, and that 
he had been In Buffalo about a week. 
He said he had been boarding at a place In 
Broadway, liater this place was located 
as John Nowak’s saloon, a Raines Law 



tisnt, struggling there beneath the watch- 
ful eyes of physicians and trained nurses, 
showed not an unfavorable symptom. 
Five times during the day the eminent 
doctors and surgeons assembled for con- 
sultation and each time the verdict was 
unanimous that what change had oc- 
curred was for the better. 

Not the slightest premonitory symp- 
tom of peritonitis appeared and the fresh 
hope, borne with the morning, grew 
stronger and stronger as the day ad- 
vanced until toward evening the confi- 
dence expressed in the president’s re- 
covery seemed almost too sanguine. Dr. 
Charles McBurney, the famous New York 
surgeon who had been summoned in con- 
sultation, after a thorough examination 
in which he said he had found not a 
single unfavorable symptom, joined In 
the last afternoon bulletin w'hlch de- 
clared that the president’s condition was 
.satisfactory to all the physicians pres- 
ent. It^s not strange, therefore, that the 
vice president, the members of the cab- 
inet and other distinguished visitors who 
called, came away with lighter hearts 
and buoyant tread and gave expression to 
the most optimistic sentiments. 

The encouraging news spreaa over the 
expo.sitlgn city with great rapidity, and 
thousands came In carriages, In street 
cars and afoot, to learn for themselves 
of the faith and confidence that existed 
about the .Milburn house. When a score 
of newsboys darted Into the crowd about 
6 o’clock shouting: "Extra. The Presi- 

dent Will Live,” It was with difficulty 
that they could suppress the shouts of 
thanksgiving that rose In their throats. 
And the newspapermen, many of whom 
have been at their posts for 4S hours con- 
tinuously, remained steadfastly ihrough- 
ov.t the day in the little white walled 
tents across the street from the house 
where the country’s patient lay, and 
flashed the news over land and sea, and 
yet despite all this optimism, the presi- 
dent Is by no means out of danger. Not 
one of his physicians; not one of his ad- 
visers who is admitted to the inner coun- 
cils, has the temerity to go so far as to 
declare that he Is. But If he continues 
to Improve for one more day the danger 
of peritonitis, which Is most dreaded, will 
have practically disappeared. 

Thus far the ball of the assassin, which 
is still in the body, gives the physicians 
no anxiety. But If the slightest inflam- 
mation appears in the region of the lead 
It will be Immediately extracted. No 
difficulty is anticipated in this regard. 

All the effects of the ether which was 
administered when the operation was per- 
formed on the exposition grounds had 
disappeared Sunday morning and the 
president’s mind was perfectly clear dur- 
ing the time he was awake Sunday. Sun- 
day for the first time he enjoyed natural 
sleep. Between 9 and 4 o’clock he had the 
solace of natural slumber for about four 
hours, and the physicians stated unoffi- 
cially that his sleep had been “quiet and 
reposeful,” and had helped the sufferer 
a great deal. Sunday also for the first 
time nourishment was administered. It 
was In liquid form and was injected hy-

hotel. No. 1078 Broadway. Here the pris- 
oner occupied room 8. Nowak, the pro- 
i.rietor, said he knew very little about 
his guest. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 9.— The X-Ray ma- 
chine arrived shortly after 10 o’clock Sun- 
day and a few minutes afterward Dr. 
Charles McBurney, the famous New York 
surgeon, drove hastily up to the resi- 
dence. Secretary Cortelyou and Mr. Mil- 
burn had met him at the station. 

The president, who was free from pain 
for the first few hours after the shoot- 
ing, has suffered considerably since, and 
when unconscious or semi-conscious moans 
as If In agony. When completely con- 
scious, however, he bravely gives no sign 
of suffering. 

Maj. and Mrs. Rand, who are intimate 
friends of the president and Mrs. McKin- 
ley, reached Buffalo Sunday morning 
from Washington and went immediately 
to the Milburn residence. Mrs. Rand 
is one of Mrs. McKinley’s closest per- 
sonal friends and her presence with the 
president’s wife during this trying period 
will be, it is believed, a great comfort to 
the latter. 

Dr. McBurney was at Stockbrldge, Ct., 
when the summons to come to Buffalo 
reached him, and he came direct from 
there. It is explained that Dr. MoBur- 
ney’s appearance In the case has no Im- 
mediate significance and does not in any 
way reflect upon the attending physi- 
cians. It was simply desired that the 
best talent in the country in medicine 
and surgery should be present In order 
that in the event of a fatal termination 
of the president’s wound there could be 
no criticism and his family and friends 
would have nothing with which to re- 
proach themselves. 

Dr. McBurney is considered one of the 
leading surgeons of the country, and his 
reputation Is world-wide. His counsel 
is desired, although the president’s ad- 
v'lsers have the fullest confidence in Dr. 
Park, who also enjoys the highest repu- 
tation as a surgeon. Indeed, he is con- 
sidered by far the ablest surgeon In this 
part of the state. 

Dr. McBurney. after a thorough exam- 
ination of the president, reported that he 
had not found a single unfavorable symp- 
tom, there not being the slightest indica- 
tion of peritonitis. This opinion of the 
famous physician carries much weight. 

Either directly or through the prime 
ministers every government In Europe 
has expressed its sympathy. Not only 
did King Edward and Emperor William 
cable direct In their own names, but the 
king of Portugal, King Oscar, of Swe- 
den, the sultan of Turkey, President Lou- 
bet. of France, and the king of Italy 
have sent personal messages. These mon- 
archs have not hesitated to denounce In 
the strongest language the deed of the 
assassin. The bulletins concerning the 
president’s condition are being sent to 
all these inquirers abroad. Should occa- 
sion arise, a contingency only consid- 
ered a very remote possibility, for the 
vice president to discharge the duties of 
president during the latter's disability, 
the cabinet would have to determine and 
proclaim the necessity for such a course. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 9.— Through a 
quiet, peaceful Sabbath every word that 
came from the big vine-clad house in 
Delaware avenue In which the stricken 
chief magistrate of the nation lies bat- 
tling for life was reassuring, and Sun- 
day night the chances of his recovery 
were so greatly Improved that all of 
those who have kept the patient vigil at 
his bedside feel strongly tlud his life will 
be spared. 

The developments of Saturday night 
and Sunday were dreaded, but hour after 
^our passed and the distinguished pa- 



podermically to avoid the possibility of 
irritating the walls of the stomach. The 
exterior wound was dressed Sunday morn- 
ing and is progressing satisfactorily. All 
day the members of the cabinet and oth- 
ers associated with the president and 
public life came solicitously and went 
away almost jubilantly, all reflecting the 
hopeful outlook at the Milburn house. 

Vice President Roosevelt received the 
earlier bulletins, and after going to 
church, hurried to the residence. There 
he w’as joined by Senator Hanna. They 
came away together and gave expression 
to the most confident and encouaraglng 
sentiments. The vice president not only 
shared the cheerful feeling btit was ex- 
tremely optimistic. Both gentlemen took 
occasion to denounce in unmeasured 
terms the statements gaining circula- 
tion In some quarters that the doctors 
were not frank In their communications 
to the public. They maintained that the 
president’s favorable condition was even 
understated by the physicians through 
motives of conservatism during the 72 
hour period. 

Later Secretary Cortelyou took occa- 
sion to emphasize this very point by Is- 
suing an ofticial statement assuring the 
public of the complete trustworthiness of 
the bulletins sent out by the physicians. 
Senator Hanna came again In the after- 
noon and was seldom far removed from 
the Milburn house. Secretary Root has 
taken up quarters Immediately next door 
and was In frequent consultation with 
those inside. He and Secretary Gage, 
Secretary Hitchcock and Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox called together about noon, 
and Indeed there was no time during the 
day when some member of the cabinet 
was not in the house where his stricken 
chief lay. Even those most prominent in 
public life did not see him, as the doctors 
would not relax the Ironclad rule they 
have laid down to prevent the least drain 
upon his energies and vitality. Those 
who came and went moved silently and 
reverently, receiving the latest state- 
ments from the doctors and departing. 

THE CRISIS NOT* PASSED. 

The Professional Gentlemen and the 

Officials, However, Are Hoping 
For the Best. 

Buffalo. N. Y., Sept. 9.— Milburn House 
—Sunday night was Included in the time 
critical to the president. He is holding 
his own. as Secretary Cortelvou ex- 
pressed It, and If he successfully pas'^es 
the night without loss of strength or the 
intervention of threatening conditions, 
his ultimate chances of recovery will be 
increased. He was seen Sunday night by 
all of the physicians and surgeons wfio 
are treating him, and their opinion as 
expressed by the night bulletin, was fa- 
vorable. They found his general condi- 
tion to be unchanged and their examina- 
tion did not disclose anything unfavor- 
able. They believe that the president is 
in a serious condition and that the crisis 
will not be passed for another 48 hours 
The proiesslonal men and officials hope 
for the best, but until the case has been 
run through the doubtful days they will 
not be reassured. The night was very 
cold and the weather conditions are re- 
garded as favorable for the president. 

Pittsburg. Kan.. Sept. 7.— When the Ital- 
ian anarchists at Chicago, near here, 
heard of the attempted assassination of 
I'resident McKinley they held a big jubi- 
lation. A mob went out from Pittsburg 
and drove the anarchists out of town A 
number of shots were fired. 









THE CABINET. 

All the Members Exeept Secretaries 
Hay and Long Are Near Their 
Stricken Chief. 



All of the members of the cabinet are 
now here except Secretaries Hay and 
Long. The former telegraphed Sunday 
that he would start from Newberry Mon- 
day, probably in time to be here Monday 
night. Secretary Long also telegraphed 
that he was coming, but did not specify 
the time. The cabinet officers feel it to be 
their duty to be here in the crisis to meet 
any emergency. They are holding no 
formal meetings, although there are some 
matters of public business which they 
daily discuss Informally, and the possible 
contingencies should the president grow 
worse are also thoroughly canvassed. 
They do not believe that there Is the 
most remote possibility that Vice Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be called upon to ex- 
ercise the functions of chief magistrate 
under the disability clause of the con- 
stitution while the president lives. 

Vice President Roosevelt would not 
hear of such a course. Still, In the event 
of grave international complications, an 
emergency might occur, and the ques- 
tion has arisen in their minds as to who 
should proclaim the disability provided 
for by the constitution. 

The members of the cabinet are making 
their headquarters at the Buffalo club, 
and there their Interchanges take place. 
They are to remain here for the present 
and the plans of departure are indefinite 
and not even thought of while the presi- 
dent Is not entirely out of danger. If he 
should pass the danger point, however, 
they will return at once to Washington. 

THE PRESIDENT’S WIFE. 



Mrs. McKinley Benrn Up Bravely and 
Her Fortitude Is Regarded aa 
Remarkable. 



Mrs. McKinley continues to bear up 
bravely, and her fortitude under the cir- 
cumstances is regarded as remarkable. 
One of her dearest and closest friends, 
Mrs. Rand, of Washington, has arrived 
here and will probably remain with her 
during this trying period. 

The members of the cabinet are doing 
everything In their power to prevent the 
sensational exploitation of Czolgosz, be- 
cause he undoubtedly craves notoriety 
and because his fellow anarchists 
throughout the country love it. They 
do not desire to place any stone In the 
path of the authorities who are laboring 
to unravel the plot, If any plot existed, 
and all the machinery of the govern- 
ment secret service will be used to aid 
the state authorities In the prosecution 
of their Investigation. But by direct re- 
quest of Secretary Root on behalf of his 
colleagues, the district attorney and the 
police will not permit the prisoner to be 
seen or Interviewed, nor will they discuss 
the methods of the results of their efforts 
to discover the originators .of the plot. 
All that has leaked out from the jail 
shows that the prisoner Is vain and boast- 
ful of his crime, and would, if given an 
opportunity, fill the newspapers with col- 
umns of his vaporlngs. 

Abner McKinley, brother of the presi- 
dent, reached here at 12:20 a. m. He was 
admitted to the house at oneq.

HE IS AN ANARCHIST. 



The AsMaRNin DenlcM That He Had a 
Confederate in the Attempted 
Murder. 



Buffalo, Sept. 7.— Leon Czolgosz. the self- 
confessed assassin, had signed a confes- 
sion covering six pages foolscap, which 
state that he is an anarchist and that he 
became an enthusiastic member of that 
body through the influence of Emma 
Goldman, whose writings he had read 
and whose lectures he had listened to. 
He denies having any confederate and 
says that he decided on the assassination 
of the president three davs ago and 
bought the revolver with which the act 
W’as committed in Buffalo. He has seven 
brothers and sisters in Cleveland, and 
the Cleveland directory has the names 
of about that number living on Hos- 
mer street and Ackland avenue, which 
adjoin. Some of them are butchers and 
others In different trades. Czolgosz does 
not appear In the least degree uneasy or 
penitent for his action. He says he was 
induced by his attention to Emma Gold- 
man’s lectures and writings to decide 
that the present form of government In 
this country was all wrong and he 
thought the best way to end it was by 
killing the president. He shows no sign 
of Insanity, but Is very reticent about 
much of his career. While acknowledg- 
ing himself an anarchist, he does not 
state to what branch of the organization 
he belongs. 

Cleveland, O.. Sept. 7.— The city direc- 
tory contains the names of several per- 
sons named Czolgosz living on Hosmer 
street. The neighborhood is a PolGh set- 
tlement in the far southeast end of the 
city. The police and a number of news- 
paper men have gone to learn what *hey 
can of Czolgosz's recent movements in 
this city. 

Czolgosz has a father living on a farm 
about eight miles from Cleveland. He is 
unmarried himself. He wears the button 
and claims to be a member of the “Gol- 
den Eagles.” 

tllhlef of Police Corner, when questioned 
concerning Czolgosz, said Saturday morn- 
ing that he was satisfied he was a Cleve- 
lander. The farm of Czolgosz's father 
is said to be In WarrensvUle, a settlement 
eight miles south of Cleveland.

I can only offer 
the afflicted victim and his poor wife 
my humble prayer.s.” 

Nut an Italian. 

Milan, Sept. 9, — Commenting on the 
attempted assassination of President 
McKinley, La Perseveranza says; 
“Thanks be to God the would-be as- 
sassin is not an Italian. Gazerio, Luc- 
cheni and Bresci have given an abom- 
inable reputation to our name abroad 
and brought upon our countrymen in 
foreign lands, not a little evil. Such 
wretches, however, have no nation- 
ality, just as they have no country, 
no conscience, nor morality.” 






SHORT OF FUNDS. 

Colombla'R Financial Strait* Are Ex- 
treme and She !■ PuRlied to 
the Last Point. 

Colon, Sept. 9.— The United States 
battleship Iowa arrived at Panama 
Saturday. 

Colon, Sept. 6, via Kingston, Sept. 
F (Refused at Colon by the censor and 
forvVarded by steamer to Kingston). — ■ 
Colombia’s financial straits are ex- 
treme, and she is pushed to the last 
point to obtain funds. The Colom- 
bian paper is now worth less than 
three cents, and gold continues to 
depreciate. Seventy or eighty per 
cent, of the people of the country 
sympathize with the revolution and 
are opposed to the pre.sent govern- 
ment, largely, it is asserted, on ac- 
count of the government’s exaction 
of tuxes and imposts and other vex- 
atious efforts to rai.se money. This 
financial distre.ss, coupled with the ex- 
tent of the revolution, which momen- 
tarily becomes more threatening— 
this being especially the case in the 
Venezuelan entanglement — it is as- 
serted, constitutes the strongest rea- 
son why Colombia can not go to w’ar 
with Venezuela with any hoi)e of suc- 
cess. 

The future contains no promise of 
financial betterment, and the people 
liecome dailj’ more burdened. Forced 
loans are common, and their daily re- 
currence 'is expected. In some cases 
customs receipts have been hypothe- 
cated months in advance as security 
for these loans, and in other cases 
no security is given. The continua- 
tion of such governmental impositions 
increase the liberal ranks, and the 
prolongation of the present situation 
will, it is believed, increase the liber- 
als’ chances of success. 

The government is holding the 
army, which it is making strenuous 
cfforLs to pay, and which, with the 
official employes, seems strong enough 
to prolong the present situation, but 
unable 1o deal the revoluton a crush- 
ing, effective blow. Time will 
strengthen the rebels’ position 
throughout the country, but in the 
isthmus district they notably lack 
leaders. The government to-day owes 
the 1,500 troops on the isthmus .$45,000 
in gold in back pay. 

Reports are again in circulation 
that the liberals are concentrating at 
C’horrera, on the I’acific coast. 15 
miles north of Panama. Similar re- 
ports have been current for weeks 
past. 

Kingston, .lamaica. Sept. 9.— The 
royal steamer Para, from Colon, re- 
ports rebel activity in the neighbor- 
hood of Panama and Colon. She also 
reports that fighting has taken place 
at Bocas del Toro. 'The government 
of the latter plac?, failing to repulse 
the liberals, the rebels have given no- 
tice of their intention to attack Colt^u 
within a fortnight. The government 
i.s continually moving troops to meet 
the rebel advances. Trade continues 
almost paralyzed. 

THE BIG STEEL STRIKE. 

Executive Board of the Amalga- 
mated ARBociatlon L’rnre Shaffer 
to End the Stmtorle. 

Pittsburg, Sept. 9. — While the raem- 
l>ers of the executive board of the 
Amalgamated as.sociation did not say 
.'lo, it was intimated by those in close 
touch with them, that they had plain- 
ly told President Shaffer that a set- 
tlement of the strike was imperative, 
and that he had better put himself 
into communication with President 
Schwab and have a plain understand- 
ing at once. In other words, the exec- 
utive board of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation were pushing the leader for 
a settlement and to end the battle. 
It was .said also in a semi-official \^ay 
that possibly President Shaffer waa 
communicating with President 
Schwab personally Sunday. It was be- 
lieved that he had either gone to Mr. 
Schwab's summer home in Loretto, 
or else was meeting hyn in New York. 
I.eaders are making strenuous efforta 
to hold the men in line with the hope 
that some means of a settlement will 
come in a few days at the farthest. 
If it fails, the men, if is believed, 
will break away and return to work 
as individuals. That would be worse 
than the terms that have thus fai 
l>een offered by the corporation. 

THE DEATH PENALTY. 

Bill Will Be Introdnoed in the Con- 

vrcMs MakinicAn Attempt on the 
PreBident's Life Treason. 

Cumberland, Sept. 9. — In discus.sing 
the attempted assassination of Presi- 
dent ^McKinley, Cingressman George 
A. Pearre, of Maryland, said: 

“I will offer a bill in the next con- 
gress of the United States amending 
the constitution so as to make an 
unsuccessful attempt on the life of a 
president of the nation treason and 
the penalty death. The man who 
strikes at the nation’s head is a pub- 
lic enemy, and should be treated as 
such.*’ 

Another Record Broken. 

New York, Sept. 9. — C. S. Titus, for- 
merly of New Orleans, now the senior 
sculler of the Union Boat club, of New 
York city, Sunday rowed a mile on 
the Harlem river in 5 minutes 8 2-5 
seconds, breaking the American tide- 
water record. The former record was 
held by John Rumohr, of New York, 
his lime being 5 minutes and 27 sec- 
end.s. 

May Postpone the Court of Inquiry. 

Milburn House, Buffalo, Sept. 9. — A 
rumor is current that an view' of the 
attack upon the president and the 
presence here of the chief officials of 
the country, the Schley court of in- 
quiry will be postponed. No official 
information on the subject is ob- 
tainable as yet.

BISMARCK AND SCHLOEZER. 

How the Latter Outwitted the Iroa 
Chancellor aad Decame Mlnla- 
ter to the United States. 

F. Max Muller tells a story in hi* 
Autobiography, published by the 
Scribners, that has a special interest 
for Americans. It is about Earl de 
Schloezer, whom he met at Paris and 
who afterward was minister to the 
United States. 

“He entered the Prussian diplomat- 
ic service,” writes Prof. Muller, “and 
was the protege of the princess of 
Prussia, afterward the empress of 
Germany. That was enough to make 
Bismarck dislike him, and when 
Schloezer served as secretary of lega- 
tion under Bismarck as ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, he committed the 
outrage of challenging his chief to a 
duel. Bismarck declined, nor wo-gld 
it, according to diplomatic etiqfifette, 
have been possible for him not to de- 
cline. 

“Later on, however, Schloezer was 
placed en disponibilite, that is to say, 
he was politely dismissed. He had to 
pay a kind of farewell visit to Bis- 
marck, who was then omnipotent. 
Being asked by Bismarck -what he In- 
tended to do, and whether he could bs 
of anj* service to him, Schloezer said 
very quietly: ‘Ye*, your excellency. 

I shall take to writing my memoir*, 
and you know that I have seen much 
in my time which many people will be 
interested to learn.’ 

“Bismarck was quiet for a time, 
looking at some papers, and then re- 
marked, quite unconcernedly: 

“ ‘Y’ou would not care to go to the 
United States as minister?’ 

“ ‘I am ready to go to-morrow,* re- 
plied Schloezer, and having carried 
his point, having in fact outwitted 
Bismarck, he started at once for 
Washington. 

Bismarck knew that Schloezer could 
■wield a sharp pen, and there was • 
time when he was sensitive to such 
pen-pricks. They did not see much ol 
each other afterward, but, owing to 
the protection of the empre*«, 
Schloezer was later accredited a* 
Prussian envoy to the pope, and died 
too soon for his friends iu beautiful 
Italy.

F. Max Muller tells a story in hit 
Autobiography, published by the 
Scribners, that has a special interest 
for Americans. It is about Earl de 
Schloezer, whom he met at Paris and 
who afterward was minister to the 
i United States. 

“He entered the Prussian diplomat- 
ic service,” writes Prof. Muller, “and 
was the protege of the princess of 
Prussia, afterw'ard the empress of 
Germany. That was enough to make 
Bismarck dislike him, and when 
Schloezer served as secretary of lega- 
tion under Bismarck as ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, he committed the 
outrage of challenging his chief to a 
duel. Bismarck declined, nor wo’gld 
it, according to diplomatic etiq^aette, 
have been possible for him not to de- 
cline. 

“Later on, ho%vever, Schloezer was 
placed en disponibilite, that is to say, 
he was politely dismissed. He had to 
pay a kind of farewell visit to Bis- 
marck, who was then oainipotent. 
Being asked by Bismarck what he In- 
tended to do, and whether he could be 
of any service to him, Schloezer said 
very quietly: ‘Yea, your excellency. 

I shall take to writing my memoirm, 
and you know that I have seen much 
in my time which many people will be 
interested to learn.’ 

“Bismarck was quiet for a time, 
looking at some papers, and then re- 
marked, quite unconcernedly: 

“ ‘Y'ou would not care to go to the 
United States as minister?’ 

“ ‘I am ready to go to-morrow,* re- 
plied Schloezer, and having carried 
his point, having in fact outwitted 
Bismarck, he started at once for 
Washington. 

Bismarck knew that Schloezer could 
wield a sharp pen, and there was e 
time when he was sensitive to such 
pen-pricks. They did not see much of 
each other afterward, but, owing to 
the protection of the empresa, 
Schloezer was later accredited aa 
Prussian envoy to the pope, and died 
too soon for his friends in beautiful 
Italy.

New York, Sept. 5. — The World

Tn 1890 there were 27 Christian 
Science reading-rooms; there are no-w 
over 300, 

The whole British empire has only 
124 Protestant bishops, of whom 32 
are English, 7 Irish, 12 Scotch, 73 co- 
lonial. 

England has 35,916 churches and 
41,;t2U clergy. Ireland, however, has 
more churches than clergy, the num- 
bei'S being 4,540 to 4,110. 

The Baptist union of Wales has voted 
unanimously that it cannot join the 
National Free church union as long 
as that bodj' arranges for united com- 
munion services. 

Of the 35,920 churches in the United 
Kingdom, the Church of England ha» 
14,570 and the Methodists 11,500. There 
are 820 Roman Catholic and 60 Jewish 
places of worship. 

A school-teacher of Rochester, N. Y., 
boxed the ears of a pupil rather more 
severely than the mother of the lad 
thought best, according “to the Post- 
Express. She sent the teacher this 
note: “Nature has provided a proper 

pbice for the punishment of a boy, and 
it is not his ear. I will thank you to 
use it hereafter.” 

A college for washerwomen has been 
opened in New York by the Charity Or- 
ganization society. The course is 12 
daily lessons, and the students receive 
60 cent.s a day and luncheon. In- 
structors teach the nature of fabrics 
and the best methods of cleansing 
•them and exercise a strict supervision 
until the pupil receives a certificate. 

The roof garden at the Merritt build* 
ing. Eighth avenue and Nineteenth 
street. New York, has been crowded 
every night since it was opened, Julj* 
1. The admittance is free, and reli- 
gious meetings, with much music, are 
held every evening. Although the gar- 
den holds 1,500, the crowds were so 
great last week that hundreds had to 
be turned away. 

Raymond Macdonald Alden, instruct- 
lor in English in the University of 
Pennsylvania, has been appointed as- 
sistant- professor of English in Stan- 
ford university. He was a graduate 
of the University of Penns3'lvania and 
afterward a member of the Harvard 
graduate school.

ILLEGAL MARRIAGES. 

Fourteen Solemnized In Enfirliali 
CbnrcheH Found to Be Void 
on Trivial Grounds. 

It will come as a disagreeable shock 
to an3' surviving couples who were 
married in St. John’s old church, 
Sleighs, in 1828, to learn that their 
marriages were not legal, says the 
London Dail3' Mail. 

Such, however, is the startling fact, 
and the remark applies not only to 
this church but to 13 others, in all'^ 
of which marriages have taken place, 
although thc3' were not licensed for 
the purpose. 

In order to legalize these unions. 
Lord Belper has brought forward a 
bill in parliament. 

The chapelr3' of Ugglebarnb3*, in the 
York diocese. |>ossesses three of these 
churches, two of which ma3’ be 
called the j>atriarchs of illegal 
marriages. The church of the 
Ancient C'hapelr3' of Ugglebarnby 
has had no license since the date of its» 
consecration. Its fellow-patriarch, St. 
John’s old church, also in the chapelr3', 
has had no liceu.se since 1827. The 
other of the trio is St. John’s new 
church, in which illegal marriages 
have onl3‘ been performed since 1895. 

At Cadne3'-cnm-Ho\v.sham, marriages 
have been illegally i>erformed in two 
places — the parish room of Cadney 
and the chapel of Howsham. 

In the case of the parish church of 
Llansaintffraid Cwmto3'ddwr, of Cwm- 
dauddwr, in the. diocese of Radnor.it 
has been ironicall3' suggested that it 
was deprived of its license in 1865 be- 
cause a marriage certificate bearing 
the name of the church would have 
been too unwieldy. ^ 

The number of marriages which have ' 
taken place in the 14 churches cannot 
easil3* be discovered, but some idea of 
the number may be gathered from the 
fact that at St. Andrew’s church, Dal- 
ton-le-Dale, between 300 and 400 have 
been solemnized. 

The other churches are New Bas- 
ford church; Christchurch. Bradford; 
church of the new parish of the Lodge. 
Salop; St. Helen’s church, Ore; St. Sa- 
viour’s Ringley; St. John’s, Ipswich; 
St, Peter’s, \Voodmanse3'. 

In aodition to these, the church of 
St, Mar3', Greenhithe, has been used 
as the parish church of the residents 
of the two training shl^s l.viog off 
Greenhithe. Before October 17, 1899, 
these residents did not belong to the 
parish. The banns published and mar- 
riages solemnized before that date are» 
legalized by Lord Beli>er’s bill. 

Clause three of the bill freely for- 
gives all the ministers concerned, and 
absolves them from any penalties in- 
curred by them in connection with 
these marriages.

Frederick Upham ,H.dams has griven to 
the world in his “The Kidnapped Million- 
aires,’’ published by the Lothrop compa- 
ny, Boston, one of those stories that both 
please and Instruct, and yet which sel- 
dom rise to the point where they r.re 
classed as great literary productions. The 
story is laid about Wall street and hinges 
upon the panic of a few weeks ago. For 
characters the author has selected Wall 
street millionaires, newspaper editors and 
reporters, sailors, and a pretty girl. One 
of the younger generations of millionaires 
Is suffering from a mild form of dementia, 
and while in this condition entices other 
influential financiers aboard his vacht and 
then carries them captive to a' point on 
the coast of Mexico from which they can- 



not escape. The remainder of the story 
is woven about the efforts of a New York 
new.spaper to find these captive million- 
aires and their final return. The book is 
interesting not so much because of the 
plot, but because of the clear Insight the 
author gives his readers of the business 
methods of Wall street. In this he thor- 
oughly understands his subject, and 
handles it with a vivid description that 
carries with it both Interest and instruc- 
tion to the lay reader. We reproduce be- 
low, w’ith the permission of the publish- 
ers, the chapter in tne volume descriptive 
of the scenes on the New York stock ex- 
change during the day of the recent panic 
there:

His 
profits were variously estimated at 
from $750,000 to $3,000,000, and it was 
strongly intimated that he would live 
to regret the unwarranted scare he 
had precipitated. The Record had 
an illustration proving that if Mr. 
Kent’s winnings were in $1 bills they 
would make a package three times 
the height of the EitTel tower, and 
that it would take two express cars to 
hold them. 

This pleased the public, and recon- 
ciled them to the looses which had 
be;?n sustained by the .small speculat- 
ors. 

On the preceding evening the ex- 
citement on the Stock exchange had 
been tiansferred to the big hotels and 
fashionable cafes uptown. The more 
imj)ortant speculators made the cir- 
cuit of the hotels and clubs in search 
of the financial giants of Wall street. 
Such as were interviewed professed 
utter ignorance of the cause of the 
decline. Mr, Kent was not to be 
found at any of the places he was wont 
to frequent and .several anxious fol- 
lowers called uj) his residence by tel- 
ephone, but were told that he had not 
yet arrived. Mr. Morton did not make 
his usual appearance at his favorite 
club. The morrow was anticipated 
with dread by those who had trailed 
in on the much-heralded boom. 

On the following Tnesda.y morning 
London ignored the Xew York break 
in prices and opened strong. Chicago 
and the speculative west looked on 
its splendid crops and telegraphed 
buying orders in generous volume. 
The galleries around the trading floor 
of thv exchange were crowded with 
the sight -seers who are always in 
force when the market is excited. The 
hand on the big clock slowly ap- 
proached the hour of ten. The thou- 
sand or more brokers gravitated to- 
wards the various standards which 
bore the names of the imi)ortant trad- 
ing shocks. 

Did you ever make the experiment 
with iron filings and a magnet? Place 
such filings on a sheet of paper and 
puss a magnet under the paper. The 
tiny bits of metal will mass themselves 
in peculiar and irregular figures. As 
the magnet moves, kaleidoscopic 
changes will l>e effected. Individual 
filings will detach themselves from 
one ma.ss and fly to another. 

Such was the scene on the floor of 
the New York Stock exchange. The 
great gong sounded. The murmur be- 
came as the roar of a freight ^I’ain 
as it dashes past the echoing walls of 
a station. .\t the signal of the gong 
a thousand well-dressed men bccjime 
maniacs. Their faces grevy purple. 
Madness glared from theiv eyes. They 
assault one another. In their demonia- 
cal fury coats were ripped from shoul- 
ders, hats crushed, and scarfs torn 
into shreds. With waving arms and 
extended fingers, with voices rasping 
shrill, vibrant, hoarse, thunderous, 
menacing, incoherent — it was the in- 
carnatio-i of riot, the sublimated es- 
sence o' disorder. At times a man 
•uuhl b< seen fightixi^ his way out of 



one of these human whirlpools. He 
would clutch men by the throats. 
They would not know it nor care for 
it. He would jam his elbows into 
their sides, and after a struggle seem- 
inbly hopeless, would escape from the 
surging mass with eyes bulging and 
face bruised in the conflict. Yon 
may search the world-scattered tribes 
of aborigines and you cannot ap- 
proximate a scene equal to this in 
savagery. The thin veneer of civil- 
ization is melted in the heat of lust. 

In a thousand offices men pale with 
excitement hang over the tickers, or 
follow with nervous glance the boy 
as he records the quotations on the 
bulletin board. The loungers alot.c 
are in repose. The attempted jest of the 
wit is received w’ith mirthless laugh- 
ter. The affected nonchalance of the 
lo.ser deceives not even himself. The 
jo 3 ' of the winner is savage in its grim 
selfishness. Such are the catacombs 
of Wall street — a crj’pt swept by the 
winds of the worst human passions, 
and relieved by hardlj’’ a spot whe»*c 
s^'mjiathy can find a resting place. In 
a hundred cities and towns, restless 
ej'es follow the moves as they are 
made on the great gambling board. 
From countless sources money is ab- 
sorbed and attracted to this common 
center, to sw’ell the profits of the 
magnate or paj' the expenses of the 
commission brokers. 

The market opened strong and at a 
slight advanee in s])ite of large offer- 
ings of stock bj' Kent brokers and 
from Street & Rogers — acting for their 
unknown principals — the market held 
its ow'n the first half hour. It was at 
this time that vague and portentious 
rumors were circulated on the floor, 
and whispered over telephones. These 
rumors were greeted with general in- 
credulity', but the effect on the mar- 
ket was apparent from the time 
the first suspicion was breathed. Lon- 
don, Chicago and other speculative 
centers continued buying and selling, 
unconscious of the shadow which was 
now' darkening the street. 

The storm broke at 11 o'clock. 

The 3 'ellow' slips distributed b_v a 
new's agency contained the following 
paragraph in double-leaded ty'pe: 

“11:05 a. m. Andrus Carmody, Palmer 
J. Morton, R. J. Kent and Simon Pence 
cannot be found. They w'ere last seen in 
M”. Morton’s offices about four o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Their relatives know 
nothing of their whereabouts. The po- 
lice and detective force have been no- 
tified.” 

A message of similar purport was 
recorded on the tape. 

An\" description of the .scenes which 
followed on the floor of the Stock ex- 
change would be deemed exaggeration 
by' those who have never seen a specu- 
lative panic sw'eep all before it. The 
tempest was loosed, Hefore its fury 
the sturdy financial oaks bent in the 
blast. The puny' speculative saplings 
were uprooted and borne away on 
the w'ings of the cyclone. Staid old 
men w'ho had not been seen on the 
floor of the exchange for months 
rushed hatless through the streets and 
hurled themselves into the crazy mob. 

The 60 acres of the financial dis- 
trict was a Bedlam. Men tore papers 
from the hands of new'sboys and rushed 
away' w'ithout pay'ing tor them. 'J he 
wildest rumors, if of evil purport, bc- 
caiae certainties. The word went 
down the street that a great bank 
had closed its doors. There wa.s no 
fragment of truth in the stalenient, 
but it was accepted as an unques- 
tioned fact. It w'as charged th*at the 
great enterprises in which Carmody, 
Pence and' Morton were concerned 
were insolvent, and that these men 
w'cre in secret conference, endeavor- 
ing to arrange a compromise with the 
creditors. Mr. Kent was regarded as 
the speculator who had i)cen intrusted 
with this new's, and commissioned to 
use it to recoup some of the losses. 

The evening papers were flooding 
the city with extras. The new’s w'as 
so stupendous as to con round the 
genius oPThe designers of headlines. 
There w'as neither space nor type suffi- 
cient to depict their emota)r.s. But 
the imagination of the repoitcr.s was 
equal to the crisis. In bewiidering suc- 
cession the millionaires w'er^ kid- 
naped, lured aw'ay, and murdereil by’ 
anarchists; had committed suicifle, or 
reposed safely in the bosom ot their 
families. 

.\t one o’clock sugar had dropped 
23 points, Baltimore & Ohio 1' p iiits, 
St. Paul 14 points. Metropolitan 32 
points, Jersey Central 17 points and 
Steel and Iron 21 points. The stocks 
in w'hich the missing men were not 
know'll to be intereted 'vithstood the 
shock with smaller losses, but the 
w'hole list was mutilated almost be- 
yond recognition. The news had 
reached London too late to permit 
English operators to cover in that mar- 
ket, and the cables bore thu talcs of 
their dilemma. 

Shortly after one o’clock broi:ers 
in the employ' of Street & Rogers 
jumped into the market as bu.yers. 
In the first hour of the session, be- 
fore the break came, it w’as estimated 
that they had sold not less than 300,OUO 
shares, and Kent brokers had sold 
fully 100,000 more. The total sales 
for the first hour reached the un- 
precedented total of 1,280,000 shares. 
From 11 until one o’clock the represent- 
atives of Street & Rogers did nothing. 
They then began to take some of 
the stock as it was offered. They be- 
came the center of riots. Men fought 
like fiends to sell them stock. In 
sjiite of their support the offerings 
wvre so numerous that prices still de- 
clined. They bought sugar in 10,000 
and 20,000 share lots. In an hour 
Street & Rogers had covered 600,000 
shares. 

Two papers appeared w’ith extras 
containing a dispatch from Philadel- 
phia stating that Messrs. Morton, Car- 
mody', Pence and Kent were in con- 
ference at the Hotel Lafay’ctie. It 
related with great e.xplicitness that 
they w’er« considering the details of 
a gigantic railroad combination, and 
the articles contained a brief intec- 
VMw with Mr. Morton in which he 



refused to discuss the objects of ths 
meeting, but regretted that the public 
should have become alarmed at the 
secrecy which had been deemed neces- 
sary. The same new’s w’as spread 
through the brokerage and commis- 
sion houses by the news agencies and 
came out on the tape. 

The effect w'as electrical. The mar- 
ket rose by jumps and bounds. Ev- 
ery one seemed rushing to cover, but 
the spurt w’as short-lived. When the 
market had advanced an average of 
ten points. Street & Rogers and Bos- 
ton and Chicago interests turned 
heavy sellers. They threw the stock 
they had accumulated at the bottom 
figures right and left. They found 
plenty of purchasers. The Philadel- 
phia dispatch w’as so good it must be 
true. It sounded natural, and was a 
logical reason for the absence of these 
men. At two o’clock the market w’as 
firm and slowly advancing notwith- 
standing the vast offerings from 
Street & Rogers. At 2:30 Wall street 
W'as growing optimistic. It regarded 
the selling as profit taking, and bought 
with confidence. Sugar rose to within 
seven points of the opening figure. 

Then came the final disaster. It was 
announced that John M. Rockwell, the 
great capitalist, and Hiram Haven, 
the sugar magnate, also w’ere missing 
Simultaneously, w’ord was received 
from Philadelphia that none of the 
gentlemen mentioned had been at the 
Hotel Lafayette, and that the dis- 
patch W’as bogus, having been sent 
out by a commission house w’hich took 
this method to recoup some of its 
losses. In the crash which followed 
several houses w'ent to the w’all. Their ! 
holdings were throw’n on the market. 
Sugar dropped an extreme 40 p. Int.;. 
Other securities suffered in propor- 
tion. A man stood in the middle of 
Broad street and blew' his brains out. 
Staid old investment stocks w'hich had 
regularly paid dividends for years 
dropped five points betw'een quota- 
tions. Sugar fell 11 points on a sale 
of 400 shares, and did not steady' itself 
for ten minutes, during w’hich time 
it W’as w’orth $35 a share less than it 
had been thosq few’ minutes before. 

Once more it w’as Street & Rog**rs 
to the rescue. For two day’s they’ 
had been selling on good new’s and 
buy'ing on bad new’s. Again tlnur 
brokers stood in the breach ai d 
bought sugar, B. & O., St. Paul, Jer- 
sey Central, Metropolitan and Steel 
and Iron from men who seemed will- 
ing to give it away. \)’hen the gong 
sounded at three o’clock, <he signal 
that this awful day w’as ended on the 
Stock exchange, these brokers were 
yet surrounded by' swarms of men 
frantic in their efforts to sell stocks 
at any prices. It w’as midnight be- 
fore the lights W'ent out in the offices 
of Street & Rogers. Scores of hag- 
gard men arranged private settV- 
menls on terms which w’ould permit 
them to remain solvent. 

The profits of the unknown princi- 
pals or syndicate represent'd by 
Street & Rogers, of New Yo» Mor- 
ris «fe Houser, of Boston, and Wright 
& Fanning, of Chicago, w’ere consevra- 
tively estimated at $24,000,000. 

But they' were yet in a precarious 
situation. Shrewd judges calculated 
that these houses w’ere ‘‘long’’ on 
stocks to the extent of fully 1,000,000 
shares. In the existing staie of the 
market, with the panic in full s'.vay', 
the profits might disappear in the 
torrent of holdings which w’cre being 
tin own overboard. The exports fig- 
ured that the unknow’n syndicate had 
sold 800,000 shares on Friday', Satur- 
day and Monday', and during the early 
part of Tuesday’s session. They had 
covered 600,000 shares on the big break 
which announced the disappearance 
of the capitalists. Their average profit 
W’as estimated at $20 a share, or $12,- 
000,000. On the rise following the 
bogus dispatch they' had sold 400,000 
shares, making a total of 600,000 share i 
for W’hich they w'ere “short.” They 
covered this, according to the best 
judges, at an average profit of $25 a 
share, or $15,000,000. This was done 
during the panic w’hich followed the 
disappearance of John M. Rockw’ell 
and Hiram Haven, and the disclosure 
of the lx)gus Philadelphia dispatch. 
This made their total profits $27,000,- 
000, but thqy had purchased an addi- 
tional 1,000,000 shares, which at the 
closing figures show’cd a loss of about 
three points, or $3,000,000. The syn- 
dicate W’as therefore $24,000,000 win- 
ner, w’itl: 1,000,000 shares y'et in their 
Ijossession, which must be sold in a 
market that seemed shattered beyond 
hope of repair. 

The members of the firm of Street 
& Rogers gave out no figures and re- 
fused to name the men they w’ere rep- 
resenting. They stated that they had 
considered the market overbought, 
and had sold stocks in anticipation of 
a natural reaction. The unexpected 
bad news Imd found them in a situa- 
tion from W’hich they could not help 
reaping an enormous advantage. They 
had simply taken profits on the va- 
rious movements of the market, and 
did not share the apprehensions of 
those W’ho feared for the safety of 
the missing men. Mr. Street declared 
that prices were too low at the clos- 
ing figures, even if it were known that 
the w’orst had happened. Intrinsic 
values could not be permanently af- 
fected by the fate of individuals, and 
he advised buying on any further de- 
clines. 

Thus closed the most memorable 
day in the history of Wall street.

To my many friends: 

I am pleased to make a report to 
you of the pleasant visit my w’ife and 
I had in Western Canada. 

We visited the territorie.s of Al- 
berta, Assiniboia, and Saskatchew’an, 
and found them far surpassing our 
imagination, but little did I expect 
to find such rich, loamy soil, so much 
of it, and so uniform in its level 
prairie lay. I do think the soil of 
Canada as a rule equals if not ex- 
cels the finest prairie farm lands of 
Indiana. These lands are immense in 
their richness, and when once the 
sod is rotted and pulverized, it is as 
pliable and as easily cultivated as In- 
diana sandy soil. 

Western Canada, rrom my' point of 
view’, offers as fino opportunities for 
mixed farming as any’ jilacc in my 
knowledge. The long, sunshiny day’s, 
together with the rich soil, produce 
very' fine wheat, oats, barley’, flax 
and other cereal products. There is 
scarcely any attempt to raise corn, 
except early' varieties for table use. 
The season is too short to depend 
upon maturing field corn. From the 
standpoint of getting this land ready 
for the plow, I must say that I never 
saw such a vast extent, practically 
all ready, so all that one has to do 
is to hitch up the plow and go to 
work.

They' also have 
plenty of water streams, and as a 
rule w’ater may' be reached at a depth 
of from 20 to 40 feet. From this you 
see there can be plenty' of hay' mown 
for w’inter feeding, and I have had 
reliable farmers to tell me that their 
stock W’ill feed on hay alone, and be 
ready for market in the spring. Upon 
inquiring about the expense of rais- 
ing a steer, a farmer replied that 
he did not consider it w’ould cost 
any' more than $4.00 or $6.00 to de- 
velop a three-y'ear-old steer. 

I truly think Canada offers a fine 
opening for a y’oung man or a man 
who is renting land in Indiana. One 
hundred and sixty acres of good black 
land will cost you only' $10.00 at 
the time you enter it, and by plow’ing 
and cultivating five acres each year 
for three years, gives you one hun- 
dred and sixty acres of good land for 
$10.00. This land can be bought from 
the Railroad Companies, private cor- 
porations or the Government for 
$3.00 to $4.00 per acre. 

From a financial standpoint, I be- 
lieve that for a series of years (five), 
a young man can make $10.00 in 
Canada, whereas he w’ould only' make 
$1.00 here, and I feel sure that I 
spent more money to get my eighty 
acre farm in White County, Indiana, 
cultivated, than it would cost me to 
cultivate eight hundred acres in Can- 
ada. This may seem a strong view 
to take of the matter, but when you 
take into consideration the clearing, 
ditching, fencing and the expensive 
breaking in of the stumps, and then 
compare the expense to that of land 
needing only the breaking, you will 
conclude that it is not such a wild 
or exaggerated statement as you 
might at first think. 

I enjoyed the balmy, breezy atmos- 
phere, which was bracing and refresh- 
ing, and the cool nights which made 
it so pleasant for sleep. 

On making inquiries regarding the 
winters in this country I learned 
that the people never suffer from 
the cold, as the weather is dry and 
invigorating, and in a great many 
places, farmers and herders allow their 
stock to run outside the year round. 

One great advantage to the settlers 
in Western Canada is the free cream- 
eries established by the Government, 
and run exclusively in the interest 
of the farmer. 

I visited Thomas Daley, a farmer 
near Edmonton, Alberta, who showed 
me oats he had raised, some of which 
took the first prize at the Paris Ex- 
position last year. The same yielded 
110 bushels to the acre in 1899.

EDUCATION IN GERMANY. 



Although illiteracy is almost un- 
known in Germany, legislators are 
constantly busy designing means for 
promoting the intelligence of the 
masses. Uniformity in the elemen- 
tary schools is the purpose of an act 
recently gone into effect, says an 
educational authority. The law de- 
crees that a child must attend school 
from six until 14 years of age. Ex- 
ceptions may be made, but blind and 
deaf and dumb children are subject 
to this rule wherever special arrange- 
ments have been made for their in- 
struction. Children attending other 
public schools or receiving instruc- 
tion from private teachers, corre- 
sponding, at Ic^st, to that of the 
public schools, are not obliged to at- 
tend the latter. Children who con- 
tinually neglect school without suf- 
ficient excuse can be compelled to at- 
tend. Parent* or gfuardians who neg- 
lect to keep their children at school 
will be subject to fines or imprison- 
ment varying from three hours to 
two days. Instead of imprisonment 
work for the community may be im- 
posed. 

Employers who keep children from 
school will be fined not less than 
150 marks. Parents and guardians 
are obliged to provide material for 
needlework and other means of in- 
struction for girls. Otherwise the 
school board has the right to obtain 
these things by compulsion. Accord- 
ing to the district physician act of 
April 1 all public and private schools 
are, in hygienic matters, under the 
control of an official physician, who 
must, at certain intervals, winter and 
summer, visit every school in his dis- 
trict and examine the buildings as 
well as inquire concerning the health 
of the pupils and the schoolmaster.

In the steady volume of the noises 
of the street the bell has become the 
insistent characteristic — the jingling 
bell, the tinkling bell, the sweet bell 
jangled out of tune — above all, the 
peremptory clang of the warning 
gong.

Still more peremptory are the am- 
bulances, whose rubber tires bring 
them, scarcely heard, right do'wn 
upon the wayfarer before their gong 
goes off with the rattle of all the 
■watchmen of antiquity rolled into 
one. Still more stealthy in its ap- 
proach is the bicycle, with the weak- 
er demand of its continuous perform- 
ance bell for the right of way; but 
foot travel has become habituated to 
the ■wheel, and is disposed to insist 
upon some such rule as secures the 
right of way at sea to the windjam- 
mer over the steamer. 

The latest bell to come upon ■the 
streets is that which marks the com- 
ing of the automobile. Some of these 
deadly machines have adopted the 
shrill pipe of the whistle of steam 
or compressed air, but others have a 
distinctive chime of two notes, like 
some church clock striking the half- 
hour. For no worse sin than ring- 
ing the bells of his parish church 
John Bunyan saw the red-hot gates 
of hell yawning open for him. Just 
think what a doomsealer he ■would 
be were he to listen to the bells of 
the street.

The Life Ltn# In One’s Hand. 

There are three prominent lines In 
the palm— the line of life, that of the 
head and the heart line. 

The line of life begins on the Inner 
boundary of the palm, about midway 
between the thumb and the forefinger.
